T h e Philadelphia Reco rd states that nine 
Greek emigrants, bro ught to that city under 
co ntract, escaped yesterday mo rning fro m 
the ship o n which they were being detained, 
and are pro bably in New Yo rk. This is said 
to he a co mmo n o ccurrence in Philadelphia, 
as the law is no t enfo rced there. Two Italian 
ragpickers also escaped yesterday. 
The law 
pro vides a fine o f $1,000 against the master 
o f a vessel fo r every such perso n who m he 
■brings into an American po rt and allo ws to 
escape. 


A 
m e m o r ial has been received in the 
Flo rida Legislature fro m a Cuban so urce, 
pro po sing the purchase o f the island fro m 
Spain by the Cubans themselves, and the 
establishment o f an independent go vernment 
under a pro tecto rate o f the United States. 
The price pro po sed is $100,000,000 to he paid 
in twenty years in $5,000,000 installments, 
tho ugh the mo ney can be furnished earlier if 
Spain wants it.

The cro ss-examinatio n o f Wil 
liam O’Brien was co ntinued by Atto rney’ 
General WelAteL 
Mr. O’Brien declared 
lliat the Un ited Irela n d , 
his paper, wo rked 
acco rding to co nstitutio nal metho ds and ad 
vo cated no thing but peaceful means to attain 
the end so ught by the Irish Parliamentary 
party. He admitted wHtifig an article in 
which It 
W’its stated that Queen Victo ria 
G’ris o nly kno wn in Ireland by her scarcely 
decently disguised hatred o f Ireland and by 
her ino rdinate salary. 
He also 
admitted 
having written ano ther article declaring that 
Earl Spencer wo uld be the last stro ng Eng­ 
lishman who wo uld attempt to rule Ireland 
by barbarism, paid perjury, butcher}’, and 
the use o f the sacred ro pe. 
He admitted the 
autho rship also o f an article declaring that 
the Chairman o f the Co mmittee selected to 
receive the Prince o f Wales, o n the o ccasio n 
o f his visit to Ireland wo uld be hunted fro m 
public life. 
At this po int Mr. O'Brien be­ 
came excited and vehemently exclaimed: 
“ He has been, and rather than to allo w Eng­ 
lishmen to be deceived by a sho w o f sham 
lo yalty

me truth.’ 
Co nUyU,ng 
Mr. O’Brien said 
•re U5',o o nnlly had never spo ken disrespect­ 
fully o r o ffensively abo ut the Prince o f 
Wales. No peo ple, he declared, ever suffered 
mo re fo r lo yalty than Irishmen, aud Do ne 
pro fited mo re by their pro testatio ns o f lo yalty 
than the peo ple who o ppressed them.

was clear that England wo uld no t satisfy the 
aspiratio ns o f Ireland and if there was

rebel. 
He declared the Lo ndo n papers were mo re 
respo nsible fo r the actio n o f the dynamite 
party than was either Finerty o r Fo rd.

fo r the views these papers had expressed

America fo r the use o f the dyhatfiitefs., lit*' 
ferring t<j tN ttitjefts co ncerning the Queen 
and thri Prince o f Whales, previo usly men­ 
tio ned

O’Brien 
said 
they were no t justified at the time 
they 
were 
written 
but 
were 
jus­ 
tified in the present state o f the relatio ns 
between England and Irelend. 
The articles 
were no t interidcd to calm the peo ple's o bjec­ 
tio ns to British rule as then administered. 
He believed British rule hateful then and he 
believed it hateful no w. 
The Parnellites, 
when the visit o f the Prince o f Wales was un­ 
der discussio n by the autho rities, passed a 
reso lutio n advising the peo filC that the visit 
was no t intended fo r party purpo ses, and 
sho uld no t Ire made the o ccasio n fo r tro uble. 
This actjo n o f the Parnellites resulted in cre­ 
ating a feeling o f calmness in public o pinio n. 
The Prince o f Wales was allo wed to pass 
thro ugho ut Ireland untro ubled 
until the 
Times published articles declaring that his 
vi§ it had crushed the po wer o f Mr. Parnell. 
It was then tho ught desperately necessary to 
sho w Englishmen that this was a mistake, 
and that the Prince’s visit w’as being used to 
strike do wn the Irish cause. 
Mr. O’Brien 
explained that when he made the speech in 
which he used the wo rds “ We are in a state 
o f civil war, tempered by a scarcity o f fire­ 
arms,” he was exasperated by his expulsio n 
fro m the Ho use o f Co mmo ns and spo ke un­ 
der intense feeling caused by the fearful 
hatred displayed by the majo rity o f the 
Ho use against the Irish members o f that 
bo dy. 
He declared if any peo ple ever had 
the light to rebel the Irish peo ple then had 
that right if there was a chance o f success. 
Atto rney General 
Webster interrupted 
witness, saying ; “ Yo u ODly o bjected to re 
bellio u because it was ho peless ? ” 
Mr. O’Brien—“ In the circumstances o f 
the time, unquestio nably. 
Vio lent language 
co uld no t have further inflamed the peo ple's 
minds against England. 
Their minds had 
beco me like a lightning co nducto r when the 
air is charged with electricity. 
Mr. O’Brien 
justified certain articles written by lilm and 
printed in 
Un ited Irela n d 
to illustrate the 
brutal argument that because the English 
peo ple numbered 30,000,000 and the Irish 
peo ple 4,000,000 the English were entitled 
to do as they liked.” 
Atto rney-General Webster quo ted fro m an 
article in Un ited Irela n d 
headed “ Allen, 
Larkin and O’Brien Ho no red by their Chi­ 
cago Kindred ” and asked witness whether it 
referred to the Manchester murderers. 
Mr. O’Brien replied: “ No t murderers; but 
men engaged in o pen warfare who sho t a 
po liceman by accident.” 
The Atto rney-General—“ The sho o ting at 
the po lice in a van at Manchester was legiti­ 
mate warfare?" 
Mr. O'Brien—“ It was no t criminal. 
Men 
who o penly take risks to release their co m­ 
rades are no mo re murderers than anybo dy 
here. 
They acted fro m the highest and 
no blest mo tives.” 
Atto rney General Webster, ho lding a paper 
—“ Do yo u see the heading, Allen, Larkin 
and O’Brien ho no red by their Chicago Kin­ 
dred V ” 
Mr. O’Brien—“ Yes; and the article was 
written by me.” 
Cries o f “ Hear, hear.” 
Atto rney General Webster—“ W hy tho se 
‘hears ?’ ” 
Presiding Justice Hannen threatened that 
if o rder was no t maintained he wo uld have 
the co urt ro o m cleared. 
He said he under­ 
sto o d Mr. O’Brien did no t co naiderthe sho o t­ 
ing at Manchester murder, but he wished to 
remind him that the Co urt did so regard it. 
Mr. CUBrien said he and Mr. Redmo nd in­ 
vited Mr. Fo rd to he present at the Chicago 
Co nventio n. As a pro o f in the change in feel­ 
ing wro ught by Mr. Gladsto ne Mr. O’Brien 
cited the fact that Mr. Fo rd seemed to reeret 
his fo rmer views and appeared to be harm­ 
less. 
This co ncluded Mr. O’Brien’s testi­ 
mo ny.

public life.

resolution advising the people that the visit 
was not intended for party purposes, and 
should not be made the occasion for trouble. 
This action of the Paroellites resulted in cre­ 
ating a feeling of calmness iu public opinion. 
Tin Prince of Wales was allowed lo pass

people numbered 80.000.000 and the Irish 
people 4,000,000 the English were entitled 
to do as they liked.” 
Attorney General Webster quoted from an 
article in United Ireland beaded “ Allen, 
Larkin and O’Brien Honored by their Chi­ 
cago Kindred ” and asked witness whether it 
referred to the Manchester murderers. 
Mr. O'Brien replied: " N o t m urderers; but 
men engaged in open warfare who shot a 
policeman by accident." 
The Attorney General—" The shooting at 
the police in a van at Manchester was legiti­ 
mate w arfare?” 
Mr. O’Brien— " It was not crim inal. 
Men 
who openly take risks to release their com­ 
rades are no more murderers than anybody 
here. 
They acted from the highest and 
noblest motive*.” 
Attorney General Webster, holding a paper 
—"D o you see the heading, Allen. Larkin 
and O'Brien honored by their Chicago K in­ 
dred ?’ ” 
Mr. O’Brien—“ Yea; and the article was 
written bv me." 
Cries of “ Hear, hear.’ 
Attorney General Web*ter— "W hy tho*e 
hears ? " 
Pieaiding Justice Hannen threatened that 
if order was not maintained he would have 
the court room cleared. 
He said be under­ 
stood Mr. O ’Brien did not consider the shoot­ 
ing at Manchester m urder, but he wished to 
remind him that the Court did so regard it. 
Mr. O'Brien said he and Mr. Redmond in­ 
vited Mr. Ford to lie present at the Chicago 
Convention.

At Ru gby the death rate has been re 
du ccd fro m 24 to 12 per 1.000; at Salisbu ry , 
w here the death rate at the beginning o f the 
centu ry was 40 per 1.000 it has fallen to 10: 
at Cro y den and o ther places it is reduced 
fro m an av erage o f 24 to 15. 
T he increase 
in the length o f life in these places is equally 
no table. 
At Rugby in

HEALTH AMD DUA IMAGE. 


Sir E dw in Chadwick in a recent a d d it io n 
sanitary science ffave som e facts in regard to 


th e effects of what he calls “ the separate 


system o f tlrninnj;e” which are applicable to 
em ail cities as well as larjxe, and in reality to 
every com m unity. 
Several towns In E n g­ 
land have tried the system , and it is soon to 
tie put in operation in Paris and Berlin. 
The 
results in the English tow ns are very interest­ 
ing. 
At Rugby the death rate has been re­ 
duced from 24 to 12 per I .OOO; at Salisbury, 
where the death rate at the beginning o f the 
century was 40 per 1.000 it has fallen to DI; 
at Croyden and otiier places it is reduced 
from an average of 24 to 15. 
The increase 
In the length of life in these places is equally 
notable. 
At Rugby in 
eight years the 
average length of human life of all elapses 
has rbon from 33 to 41 years; at H astings the 
increase of the life of m ales is 5 years and 5 
months, and of fem ales 8 years and I m onth. 


At Leek the average Increase of life is IO 
years and at Croyden aud Salisbury 6 to 7 
years. 
T he greatest proportionate Irene tit is 
received by females w ho live indoor lives 
and wage classes w ho are most largely’ ox­ 


idised to the risks of defective sanitation. 
Iiw p srab ly connected with this subject is 
the question of public morals. 
“ Low san i­ 
tary conditions of populations," says Chad 
w ick, *• are everywhere the sources o f irtita 
lions, of despair, 
of disorder; while high 
sanitary conditions are the sources o f satis­ 
faction, of political security, 
pro>|>erity, or­ 
der and peace.’’ 
To this m ay lie added the 
declaration of Charles S. Thom pson that “ it 
is among the massed populations that the 
forces are seething that threaten our proudest 
fabrics of society, business and governm ent." 
Filth, we an1 here inform ed, is the great 
breeder of disorder, discontent, 
vice and 
crim e. 
Out of the mass of tilth and degrada 
lion that gathers in 
the slum s o f our great 
cities are organized the forces that keep the 
labor elem ents in constant agitation, that fo­ 
ment strikes, boycotts and violent 
mob*. 
T he 
advocates 
of 
anarchy 
have 
their 
homes 
in 
the 
sam e 
unwholesom e 
surroundings. 
T he w ay to peace and order, 
therefore, 
lies through cleanliness, higher 
sanitary conditions, and especially those sys 
terns of rapid transit that furnish cheap and 
quick conveyance to the suburbs. 
T h e d e­ 
graded classes which have collected in our 
cities from Europe prefer the filthy slum s, 
but the laws of health dem and their dispersal, 
evon it force has to lie used. 
Drive them out 
into the country, where pure air and water, 
a glim pse at nature, and abundance o f room 
for breath and 
exercise, 
w ill regenerate 
them . 
There should lie no nests o f popula­ 
tion in any city to w hich thorough drainage 
and abundance of air. light and room caum t 


be supplied. |

found. 
There is no doubt that he was the victim o f a 
murder as foul and cruel as was ever per- 
jK trated in the United States.

Some w orkm en 
em ployed In repairing a sewer pried off the 
cover of a catch basin in Evanston A venue, 
and beneath it lay the body of the m issing 


physician, stark and dead, his head covered 
with deep and deadly wounds, and every 
particle of clothing rem oved. 
He had been 
in the trunk whose discovery ou the night of 
the 4th inst, had started the sensation in re­ 
gard to his disappearance. 
The loose hair

in the trunk corresponded 
exactly 
with 
that 
on 
his 
head. 
U pon 
his 
neck 
was 
suspended 
the 
C atholic 
charm 
(ailed 
A gnus 
Dei, 
w hich 
he alw ays wi re, and which those w ho slew 
him undoubtedly regarded as too sacred to 
lie rem oved by their guilty hands. 
T h is fact 
justifies the conclusion o f the Doctor him self 
often expressed to his intim ate friends, that 
be was to lie slain by Irishm en of another 
faction. 
There can be no doubt that tie was 
killed liccause he was an active^, efficient and 
useful promoter o f the cause of w hich Par 
nell is the leader. 
He had offended the op­ 
ia tin g faction by his efforts to uncover the 
rascalities which had prevented large sum s 
o f m oney raised for Parnell from ever reach 


in g him. 
T he cause of Ireland has suffered greatly 
at hom e from crim es like this, of w hich the 
Phoenix Park murders were specim ens. Pur­ 
nell's liest and strongest support has com e 
from the United States, and this crim e, w ith 
the disclosures of fraud that are lik ely to fol 
low , will cause him great injury. T h e A m en 
can people do not like murder or the polit! 
cal contentions that end in murder. 
Cronin’s character is vindicated, though st 
the coat of bis life. 
T hose who w ish 
him 
avenged should turn their attention to those 
w ho reported him as having been seen at vari 


ous points in Camilla, and 
in Buffalo at.d 
Sherw ood, this state. 
These stories were in 
vented to divert the detectives from the trail 
o f murder. 
The discovery o f his 
body 
seem s alm ost to have been effected by provi 
dential direction, for it was in a part o f the 
city in which the detectives had not th ought 
to look. 
A few w eeks more of the action of 
the sewer would have changed 
it beyond 
identification. 
The murderers w ill probably 
be caught and hanged, for the num erous 
Irish societies w ith w hich the doctor was 
identified are terribly in earnest, and wit] 
pour out m oney like water. 


A CANDIDATE IN PROSPECT. 


The D emocratic Governor of Missouri has slim ed a 
Ballot Reform bill a1 most identical with th a t which 
G overnor Hill, of this state, recently vetoed. 
But 
the Governor of Missouri Is not a candidate for 
President, so far as heard from -Graphic. 
It would be too much like play in g prophet 
to suggest that Gov. David R. Francis of 
Missouri can have the Presidential nomina 
Hon in 1892 if he wants it. 
But events are 
unmistakably pointing that way, without any 
oaaislance from the Governor himself. 
He 
has been Mayor of St. Louis, and proved his 
popularity last fall by carrying that city while 
Cleveland fell more than 8,000 votes behind 
Harrison. 
He paid out of bis own pocket 
the $7,000 necessary to give his state a credit­ 
able representation at the Washington cen 
tennial, thus bringing himself into honorable 
prominence before the country. 
Ile is not a 
fret trade crank, but is deeply concerned in 
the development of his own stale with its 
Immense resources of wealth that the blight 
ot slavery kept hidden from view while 
great commonwealths grew up on every side 


of it.

H e is too sagacious to invest in Presi­ 
dential stock three years in advance of any 
possible return. 
But it is not w ise for the 
D em ocracy to forget that Missouri has in 
training a youn g man of great ability and 
prudence, o f boundless popularity at home, 
and witli a reputation that lias not yet re­ 
ceived a stain. 
And it will lie w ell for the 
sam e party to read the St. Louis Republic, the 
strongest, ablest, and most w idely influential 
Dem ocratic newspaper west of the A lleghe­ 
nies,

HEALTH AND DRAINAGE. 


S ir Edwin Chadwick in a recent address on 
sanitary science gave some facts in regard to 
Ilic effects of what he calls “ the separate 
system of drainage” which are applicable to 
small cities as well as large, and in reality to 
every community. 
Several towns in Eng­ 
land have tried the system, and it is soon to 
he put in operation in Paris and Berlin. The 
results in the English towns are very interest­ 
ing. 
At Ilugby the death rate has been re 
duced from 24 to 12 per 1.000; at Salisbury, 
where the death rate at the beginning of the 
century was 40 per 1.000 it has fallen to 10; 
at Croyden and other places it is reduced 
from an average of 24 to 15. 
The increase 
in the length of life in these places is equally 
notable. 
At Rugby in 
eight years the 
average length of human life of all classes 
lias risen from 33 to 41 years; at Hastings the 
increase of the life of males is 5 years and ' 
months, and of females 8 years and 1 month 
At Leek the average increase of life is 10 
years and at Croyden and Salisbury 6 to 
years. 
The greatest proportionate benefit is 
received by females who live indoor lives 
and wage classes who are most largely ex­ 
posed to the risks of defective sanitation. 
Inseparably connected with this subject is 
the question of public morals. 
“ Low sani­ 
tary conditions of populations,” says Chad 
wick, “ are everywhere the sources of irrita­ 
tions, of despair, of disorder; while high 
sanitary conditions are the sources of satis­ 
faction, of political security, prosperity, or 
der and peace.” 
To this may be added the 
declaration of Charles S. Thompson that “ it 
is among the massed populations that the 
forces are seething that threaten our proudest 
fabrics of society, business anti government.” 
Filth, we are here informed, is the great 
breeder of disorder, discontent, vice and 
crime. 
Out of the mass of tilth and degrada 
tion that gathers in the slums of our great 
cities are organized the forces that keep the 
labor elements in constant agitation, that fo 
ment strikes, boycotts and violent mobs. 
The 
advocates 
of 
anarchy 
have 
their 
homes 
in 
the 
same 
unwholesome 
surroundings. 
The way to peace and order, 
therefore, lies through cleanliness, higher 
sanitary conditions, and especially those sys 
terns of rapid transit that furnish cheap and 
quick conveyance to the suburbs. 
The de­ 
graded classes which have collected in our 
cities from Europe prefer the tilthy slums, 
but the laws of health demand their dispersal, 
evon it force has to be used. 
Drive them out 
into the country, where pure air and water, 
a glimpse at nature, and abundance of room 
for breath and 
exercise, will regenerate 
them . 
There should be no nests of popula 
tion in any city to which thorough drainage 
and abundance of air, light and room cannot 
be supplied.]

CRONIN WAS MURDERED. 


The dead body of Dr. P. P. Cronin, the 
Irish leader of Chicago, has been found. 
There is no doubt that he was the victim of a 
m urder ns foul and cruel as was ever per­ 
petrated in the United States. 
The discov­ 
ery was "liolly accidental. 
Some workmen 
employed in repairing a sewer pried off the 
cover of a catch basin in Evanston Avenut 
and beneath it lay the btxly of the missing 
physician, stark and dead, his head covered 
with deep and deadly wounds, and every 
particle of clothing removed. 
He had been 
in the trunk whose discovery ou the night of 
the 4th inst. bud started the sensation in re­ 
gard to his disappearance. 
The loose hair 
found in the trunk corresponded exactly 
w ith 
that 
on 
his 
head. 
Upon 
his 
neck 
was 
suspended 
the 
Catholic 
charm 
called 
Agnus 
Dei, 
which 
he always wore, and which those who slew 
him undoubtedly regarded as too sacred to 
lie removed by their guilty hands. 
This fact 
justifies the conclusion of the Doctor himself 
often expressed to his intimate friends, that 
he was to be slain by Irishmen of another 
faction. 
There can be no doubt that he was 
killed liecanse he was an active*, efficient and 
useful promoter of the cause ol which P a r­ 
nell is the leader. 
He had offended the op­ 
posing faction by his efforts to uncover the 
rascalities which had prevented large sums 
of money raised for Parnell from ever reach­ 
ing him. 
The cause of Ireland has suffered greatly 
at home from crimes like this, of which the 
Phoenix P ark m urders were specimens. P a r­ 
nell's best and strongest support has come 
from the United States, and this crime, with 
the disclosures of fraud that are likely to fol 
low, will cause him great injury. The Am eri­ 
can people do not like m urder or the politi­ 
cal contentions that end in murder. 
Cronin’s character is vindicated, thougli at 
the cost of his life. 
Those who wish him 
avenged should turn their attention to those 
who reported him as having been seen at vari 
ous points in Canada, and in Buffalo ar.d 
Sherwood, this state. 
These stories were in­ 
vented to divert the detectives from the trail 
of m urder. 
The discovery of his body 
seems almost to have been effected by provi­ 
dential direction, for it was in a part of the 
city in which the detectives had not thought 
to look. 
A few weeks more of the action of 
the sewer would have changed it beyond 
identification. 
The murderers will probably 
be caught and hanged, for the numerous 
Irish societies with which the doctor was 
identified are terribly in earnest, and wilj 
pour out money like water.

towel was wrapped about the head. 
The rest 
of the body was naked. A Catholic emblem, 
which the D octor alw ays wore next to his 
skin suspended about bis neck, was un­ 
touched. 
On the dead m an’s head were a 
dozen deep cuts, w hich bad severed the scalp 
and indented the skull. 
It is (fat opinion of 
the police that Crotiift was foully murdered, 
and by scmW man w ho could not bring him ­ 
self to disturb a Catholic trinket. 
Alexander SullivnD, 
ex-Presldent fif the 
Irish National League, (ApriewM Ron or last 
night at the news of IHfi finding of Dr. Cro­ 
nin's body, 
H e 
he did not believe Cro­ 
nin’s promised exposure of alleged crooked­ 
ness in the Irish N ational organizations bad 
any thing to do w ith the murder. 
Sullivan 
said he knew absolutely nothing of the causes 
which led up to the murder. 
He admitted 
that he was one of the pereons instrumental 
in having Cronin exam ined before tw o Police 
J ustices and having the D octor’s record made 
clear. 
There wa* a division in the League, 
and SulliVnU and Cronin were on opposite 
sides. 
Sullivan and his friends wanted to 
get at the D octor’s history. 
The Doctor’s 
answers were perfectly satisfactory and that 
ended the matter. 
Sullivan declared he 
would do everything in his prtwVi to help to 
bring the Doctor’s twuCd^rcTs to justice. 
Mrs. Conklin, at whose bouse Dr. Cronin 
resided, When inform ed that the Doctor’s 
body had been round, said she was not sur­ 
prised, 
She had alw ays said he had been 
U. ordered and ••this proved it.” 
Mrs. Conk­ 
lin was asked whether she w ould give the 
police the benefit of her knowledge concern­ 
ing the Doctor’s enem ies and said she did not 
know that she w ould. 
T he police seemed to 
know so m uch that they w ould not appreci­ 
ate what she could tell them . 
Mr. Conklin had an interview with Police 
Captain 
Sehaack late at 
night, 
but the 
officials deny that he gave any information 
of importance. 
W hen an attem pt was made 
to see Conklin lie refused to talk and slammed 
the door in the reporter’s face. 
T he docttus 
say the blows on 
Cronin’s head ttiiist have 
been made with a sharp instrument* perhaps 
an ice pick. 
John F. Sc&nlon said, last night, that lie 
believed Cronin was the victim of the foulest 
or murders, but he expected to sec the per­ 
petrators of the crim e brought to justice. 
Cronin’s friends and fellow-workers 
will 
spare no m oney or pains to bring about such 
a result and w ill not stop until the instigators 
as well fis the perpetrators are discovered. 
‘‘I can unravel this trunk m ystery in 48 
hours, and when you clear that up you can 
clear up the Cronin m ystery,” said Frank 
W oodruff, or B lack, as he som etim es calls 
him self, 
to a reporter last night in the

stealing.

asked to explain his statem ent that the body 
in the trunk was that of a woman, and that 
Dr, Cronin was at the barn when lie got the 
trunk,W oodruff said : "W hen the trunk was 
carted aw ay there was a man called ‘D oc’ in 
the barn.

The rest 
of the body was naked. A Catholic emblem. 
which the Doctor always wore next to bis 
skin suspended nl>out his nook, was un­ 
touched. 
Du the dead mau’s head were a 
dozen deep cuts, which had severed tile scalp 
and indented the skull. 
It <* the opinion of 
the police that Uroslft was foully murdered, 
and by soon* luau who could not bring him­ 
self ti) disturb a Catholic trinket. 
Alexander Sullivan, ex President ttf Ute 
Irish National League, express! honor lust 
night at Hie news of the finding of Dr. Cro­ 
nies liody, 
He 
bf did not believe Cro­ 
nin’s promised exposure of alleged crooked 
ne«s In the Irish National organizations had 
any thing to do witli the murder. 
Sullivan 
said lie knew absolutely nothing of the causes 
which led up to the murder. 
He admitted 
that he was one of the persons iniD'umental 
in having Cronin examined befireIwo Police 
Justices and having the Doctor’s record made 
clear. 
Thens wa* a division in the League, 
and Sullivan and Cronin were on opposite 
sides. 
Sullivan and bin friends warned to 
get nt the Doctor’s history. 
Tile Doctor’s 
answers were perfectly satisfactory and that 
ended the matter. 
Sullivan declared he 
would do everything in ids pAwTf to help to 
bring Hie Doctor’s miirilV*rtT* to judice. 
Mrs. Conklin, at whose house Dr. Cronin 
resided, when informed that the Doctor’s 
body had bees round, said she was not sur 
prised, 
©he had always said he had been 
reordered nnd “ this proved it.” Mrs. Conk 
Un was asked whether she would give the 
police the benefit of lier knowledge concern­ 
ing Hic Doctor’s enemies and said rile did not 
know that she would. 
The police seemed to 
know so much that they would not appreci­ 
ate what .site could tell thorn. 
Mr. Conklin had an interview with Police 
Captain ii ha,ack late at night, but the 
officials deny that he gave any information 
of importance. 
When an attempt was made 
to see Conklin lie refused to talk and slammed 
the door in the reporter’s face. The dodo is 
say the blows on Cronin’s iliad must have 
liecn made with a sharp instrument, perhaps 
an ice pick, 
John E. Reunion said, last night, that he 
bedevil! Cronin was the victim of the foulest 
Or murders, hut he expected to see the per 
fH’trators of the crime brought to justice. 
Cronin’s friends nnd fellow workers will 
spare no moiler or pains to bring alant such 
a result and will not stop until Hic instigators 
as well as the perpetrators are discovered. 
*'I can unravel this trunk mystery in 48 
hours, and when you clear that up vou can 
clear up Hie Cronin mystery’,” said Frank 
Woodruff, or Black, as he sometimes calls 
himself, to a reporter last night in Hie 
County 
Jail, where 
he is 
a prisoner, 
charged 
with 
horse 
stealing. 
When 
asked to explain his statement that the tx aly 
in the trunk was that of a woman, and that 
Dr. Cronin was at the barn when he got the 
trunk,Woodruff said ; “ When the trunk was 
carted away there wits a man called ‘Doc’ in 
the barn. 
Of course, I do not pretend to be 
|>ositive that it was a woman’s body in the 
trunk. 
I won’t give mv reasons. 
If the 
police hail acted on my suggestions and not 
thought me a liar the whole affair would 
have been cleared up a week ago. 
I’ll ad­ 
mit that I know more than I have thus far 
told of this whole business, but even if I do 
tell all I .know nnd the officers run it dow n 
ITI [still ’ be 
held 
for 
horse stealing ” 
The reporter suggested that the friendsof the 
Doctor would see him through the horse­ 
stealing business if lie would char up the 
Cronin mystery. 
Woodruff answered: “ If 
the police will send two men dressed as citi­ 
zens to accompany me on mv investigations, 
leaving me apparently free, ITI agree to turn 
up such evidence as will clear the mystery in 
4M hours. 
I ask for no reward except my 
liberty." 
A remarkable circumstance is that 
the only accurate description furnished of 
the Doctor when last seen alive was given by 
Woodruff. 
It is rumored an arrest baa been 
made of a confederate of Woodruff, who is 
la-licved to have t»een implicated in Hie mur­ 
der of Cronin.

GO CITY. 


To-Dut’. Developments — Some Snnnlses— 
111 Van Says He Hoes Not Believe Cro­ 
nin’s Promised Exposure of Alleged CVobk'- 
ednesri Had Anything to do With Murder. 


By Telegraph to The Freeman. 
Cmt'Aoo, May 23.—The dead body of Dr. 
P. H. Cronin, the Irish-Ainerican who 
strangely disappeared from his home in this 
City two weeks ago, was found last evening 
in a sewer on Evanston-avenuc. A bloody 
towel was wrapped about the head. The rest 
of (he body was naked. A Catholic emblem, 
which the Doctor always Wore next to his 
skin suspended about his neck, was un­ 
touched. On the dead man’s head were a 
dozen deep cuts, which had severed the scalp 
and indented the skull. It is the opinion of 
the police lhat Cronift was foully murdered, 
and by some man who could not bring him­ 
self to disturb a Catholic trinket. 
Alexander SttllivaD, ex-Presldent «f the 
Irish National League, eXpWslM honor last 
night at the news of the finding of Dr. Cro- 
nirris body, He Sftid be did not believe Cro­ 
nin’s promised exposure of alleged crooked- 
tutss in the Irish National organizations bad 
any thing to do with the murder. Sullivan 
said he knew absolutely nothing of the causes 
which led up to the murder. lie admitted 
thut he was one of the persons instrumental 
in having Cronin examinad before two Police 
Justices aud having the Doctor’s record made 
clear. Then; was a division in the League, 
and SullivnU aud Cronin were on opposite 
aides. Sullivan and his friends wanted to 
get at the Doctor’s history. The Doctor’s 
answers were perfectly satisfactory and that 
ended the matter. 
Sullivan declared he 
would do everything in his prtwCi to help to 
bring the Doctor’s murderers to justice. 
Mrs. Conklin, at whose house Dr. Cronin 
resided, When informed that the Doctor’s 
body had beer, found, said she was not sur­ 
prised, 8be had always said he had been 
reordered and “this proved it.” Mrs. Conk­ 
lin was asked whether she would give the 
police the benefit of her knowledge concern­ 
ing the. Doctor’s enemies and said she did not 
know that she would. The police seemed to 
know so much that thoy would not appreci­ 
ate what site could tell them. 
Mr. Conklin had an interview with Police 
Captain ichnnck late at night, but the 
oflicials deny that he gave any information 
of importance. When an attempt was made 
to see Conklin he refused to talk and slammed 
the door in the reporter’s face. The doctors 
say the blows on Cronin’s head üiüst have 
been made with a sharp instrument, perhaps 
an ice pick. 
John F. Scknlon Said, last night, that he 
believed Cronin was the victim of the foulest 
of murders, but he expected to see the per 
petrators of the crime brought to justice. 
Cronin’s frieuds and fellow-workers will 
spare no money or pains to bring about such 
result and will not stop until the instigators 
as well as the perpetrators are discovered. 
'I can unravel this truuk mystery in 43 
hours, and when you clear that up you can 
clear up the Cronin mystery,” said Frank 
Woodruff, or Black, as he sometimes calls 
himself, to a reporter last night in the 
County Jail, where he is a prisoner, 
charged 
with horse 
stealing. 
When 
asked to explain his statement that the body 
the truuK was that of a woman, aDd that 
I)r, Cronin was at the barn when he got the 
trunk,Woodruff said : “ When the truuk was 
carted away there was a man called ‘Doc’ in 
the barn. Of course, I do not pretend to be 
l>ositive that it was a woman’s body in the 
trunk. I won’t give mv reasons. If the 
police had acted on my suggestions and not 
thought me a liar the whole affair would 
have been cleared up a week ago. I’ll ad­ 
mit that I know more than I have thus far 
told of this whole business, but even if I do 
tell all I ;know and the officers run it down 
’II [Still be held for horse stealing.” 
The reporter suggested that the friends of the 
Doctor would see him through the horse­ 
stealing business if he would clear up the 
Cronin mystery. Woodruff answered: “ If 
the police will send two men dressed as citi­ 
zens to accompany me on mv investigations, 
leaving me apparently free, I’ll agree to turn 
up such evidence as will clear the mystery in 
48 hours. I ask for no reward except my 
liberty.” A remarkable circumstance is that 
the only accurate description furnished of 
the Doctor when last seen alive was given by 
Woodruff. It is rumored an arrest has been 
made of a confederate of Woodruff, who is 
believed to have been implicated in the mur­ 
der of Cronin. It is also stated another ar­ 
rest will be made to day.

Light boats are used, and they 
are sufficiently broad to sweep over rifts with­ 
out drawing more than a few inches of water 
when loaded. 
That portion of the Esopus 
referred to runs through thousands of acres 
of meadow land, some of it noted for being 
the richest in Ulster County. 
In places the 
sun’s rays strike the water with full power, 
but there are many long stretches where 
the banks are shaded l>y large trees and in 
places 
these 
form 
a 
canopy. 
One 
pleasure in boatiug on its w aters is its safety. 
Women and children can go without fear of 
accident. 
The most agreeable way for a 
day’s outing is to take the boat or boats by 
wagon to Cantine's Bridge. 
Place in them 
the necessaries aud luxuries. 
Then when the 
voyagers 
are 
seated, 
let 
the 
boat 
float 
with the 
current. 
It 
will 
be 
a lazy, but a comfortable, trip. 
One of 
the handiest l» oats on tliiscreekis owned by a 
Kingston man. 
The ribs are of second 
growth elm, the covering canvas. 
The craft 
weighs 50 pounds. 
It can be taken apart in 
a few minutes. 
For portages twd'M'tt carry 
it witli ease. 
The canvas is found in some 
respects better than wood, for it is tough, and 
when sharp stones are struck holes are not so 
likely to Ik? made. 
It will carry several per­ 
sons over light rifts, andean be rowed against 
heavy currents. 
An awning can be raised 
over it as a protection from sun or rain, and, 
take it all in all, for inland boating it is con­ 
sidered one of the handiest and most reliable 
boats made. 
The work of filling in a small slip on the 
“ Lower Island D ock” of the Delaware A 
Hudson Canal Company here has been nearly 
completed. 
For many years this slip was 
used as a place for mooring the company’s 
wreckers, etc. 
Boats also discharged cargoes 
of coal there. 
On the made land will be 
erected machinery for hoisting and “ yard­ 
in g ” coal. 
The “ Lower Dock” is being 
cleared up and placed in readiness for the 
building of the machinery.

A popular pastiiwe is boating on the Esopus. 
The creek is navigable for small craft, with 
three short oortages.from Cantine's Bridge,on 
the mountain road in the town of Marblc- 
town, to the Hudson River here, a distance of 
over 20 miles. Light boats are used, and they 
nre sufficiently broad to sweep over rifts with­ 
out drawing more thnn a few inches of water 
when loaded. 
That portion of the Esopus 
referred to runs through thousands of acres 
of meadow land, some of it noted for being 
the richest in Ulster County. 
In places the 
sun's rays strike the water with full power, 
but there are many long stretches where 
the banks are shaded by large trees and in 
plaees 
these 
form " a 
canopy. 
One 
pleasure in boating on its waters is its safety. 
Women and children can go without fear of 
accident. 
The most agreeable way for a 
day’s outing is to take tne boat or boats by 
wagon to Cantine’s Bridge. 
Place in them 
the necessaries aud luxuries. 
Then when the 
voyagers 
are 
seated, 
let 
the 
bout 
float 
with the 
current. 
It 
will 
lie 
a lazy, but a comfortable, trip. 
One of 
the handiest boats on thiscreck is owned by a 
Kingston man. 
The ribs are of second 
growth elm, the covering canvas. 
The craft 
weighs 50 pounds. 
It can be taken apart In 
a few minutes. 
For portages two'tobd carry 
it with ease. 
The canvas is found in some 
respects better than wood, for it is tough, and 
when sharp stones nre struck holes are not so 
likely to be made. 
It will carry sevtral per­ 
sons over light rifts,andean be rowed against 
heavy currents. 
An awning can be raised 
over it as a protection from sun or raiu, and, 
take it all in all, for inland boating it is con­ 
sidered one of the handiest and most reliable 
boats made. 
The work of filling in a small slip on the 
“ Lower Island Dock” of the Delaware «te 
Hudson Canal Company here has been nearly 
completed. 
For many vears this slip was 
used as a place for mooring the company’s 
wreckers, etc. 
Boats also discharged cargoes 
of coal there. 
On the made land will be 
erected machinery for hoisting and “ yard­ 
in g ” coal. 
The “ Lower Dock” is being 
cleared up and placed in readiness for the 
building of the machinery. 
At present there 
are less than 500 tons of coal on the “ Lower 
Dock.” Most of the coal that is being 
brought here from Honesdale is being piled 
on the “ Upper Dock.” 
The new approach to Montrepose Ceme­ 
tery through the rock cutting is a conveni­ 
ence. 
Ladies do not have to speud half au 
hour picking “ sand nettles” from their 
clothing as they did when they went “ over 
the desert ’ in former years. Some day there 
will be sidewalks and shade trees along “ the 
route ” to Montrepose. 
Two men in a sulkey driven on Union- 
avenue,yesterday afternoon tumbled over one 
of the wheels and fell on ttie street. 
The 
horse turned its head around and looked at 
them with an expression as though saying: 
“ You fools: don't you know anything?” 
The men sadly crawled hack into the sulkey 
looking discomfited. 
That part of this City known as North- 
RoUdout is beginning to be thickly populated. 
Building sites have been sold there this spring. 
New houses are being erected. 
There are 
many fine views to be obtained. 
From a 
small hill near ex-Alderman Brcitenbucher’s 
properly Elmore’s Corners can be seen on a 
clear day. 
George W. Anderson, President of the 
Veteran Firemen’s Association, of New-Yoik 
City, before lie left here this morning pre­ 
sented to each member of Cornell Hose Com­ 
pany a copy of a souvenir book containing 
an account of the Association's trip to Sau 
Francisco in 188?. 
Sparrows in the vicinity of the Masonic 
Hall arc industrious. 
On Monday night the 
shutters of one of the windows of the lodge 
room were opened and the window sill 
brushed off. 
On Wednesday a large nest was 
found fast to the shutters, aud there were 
eggs In it. 


The approach of Memorial Day brings sad 
memories to those who have husbands, fa­ 
thers and brothers buried in the cemeteries 
here and in unknown graves in the South. 
The day to them will not be a day of rejoic­ 
ing by any means.

Thomas Cornell Hoornbcck, Paymaster for 
the Ulster A Delaware Railroad Company, 
accompanied the railroad tourists as far as 
Phoenicia this morning.
